Grayling Township was the 
first in Michigan to adopt a 
green belt zoning ordinance to 
protect the AuSable River. The 
township passed it into law Au- 
gust 1968, 

Crawford County followed be- 
fore the end of the same year 
with ifs green belt zoning ordi- 
nance. The county ordinance pro- 
iecis he head waiers of both 
the AuSable and Manistee riv- 
ers. Bernard Fowler, Grayling 
Township Supervisor spearhead- 
ed green belting in Crawford 
County. 

Just last year the citizens of 
Grayling voted to bond them- 
selves to build a new sewer 
plant which will take all of the 
effluent out of the AuSable Riv- 
er. This plant will be completed

Motor boats are now re- 
quired to be registered. This will 
require a registration number on 
each canoe. The owner of the 
canoe and users can he traced 
by these numbers ihus facili- 
tating prosecution of offenders. 
The committee obtained assur- 
ances from the Crawford Coun- 
ty Board of Commissioners that 
sufficient funds would be ap- 
propriated to finance the marine 
patrol al the $36,000 level. Two 
thirds of this will come from 
the state through the marine 
safety act. The property owners 
contribute to the fund also. Earl 
Longworth, chairman of the 
Couniy Buard of Commissioners 
is also on the special committee. 


Because of the committee’s 
work and additional funds, the 
sheriff's department will im- 


prove its patrol of the river.

The ‘‘Pete McCloskey’”’ 
of the title actually is a 
California Congressman 
named Paul N. McCloskey 
Jr., 43, whose chief claim 
to fame up to this pointis 
that he defeated Shirley 
Temple in their Republi- 
can primary for an open 
congressional seat back 
in 1967, 

Rur now Pete McCloakey 


is palking, and acting, like 
he’s really going to chal- 
lenge President Nixon in 
some of the primaries 
next year. You know, like 

Gene McCarthy took on 
President Jahnson hack in 
1968. 

McCloskey’s ‘chief cone 
cern appears tobe the war 
inSouthe ast Asta. He 
thinks we ought to be out 
of it --and fast. — 

It may have started out 
as something different, 
and McCloskey even now 
says he really would ra- 
-ther somebody else would 
do it, but if they won't, 
then he wil) run against 
Nixon in the primaries. 

But so far nobodygelse 
has even hinted that he 
may step forward. Oh, 
former Sen. Charles Goo- 
deli of New York -- ous- 
ted from rhe Senate Inst 
year as one of Vice Pre- 
sident Agnew’s f avorite 
radictib targets -- has 
been making noises Nke 
and anci-Nixon candidate, 
And New York Mayor John 
Lindsay -- now officially 
a Liberai and beionging to 
neither major party -- is 
stil] = possibility. And 
even Walter Hickel, fired 
from the Nixon cabinetas 
Secretary of ihe interior, 
has been discussed in 
some quarters as a possi- 
bility. . 

But the best bets righi 
now are that when the 
snow flies in the New 
Hampshire, or Wiscon- 
sin, or some other early 
primaries, if anyone 
challenges Mr. Nixon in 
his own party, it will be 
Pete McCloskey. 

What if the war is wound 
down, as they say, by pri- 
mary time? Won’t thar 
defuse the anti-Nixon fu- 
ror? Not necessarily, 
says McCloskey.

issue campaign,” Mc- 


Closkey was quoted as 
saying in a recent news 
atory. ‘I believe candor 
in government is just as 
large an issue.” 

Shades of the credibility 
gap daya of the Johnann- 
McNamara-Rusk regime! 
Along with eacalation, 
that certainly was one of 
the issues that got Gene 
McCarthy on the Solitical 
map, and apparently Pete 
MeCloskey ta t ia thinking al- 
ong the same lines. 

But, hold: There's 
more. Says McCloshey 
further, in the same news 
story: 

“When Congressmen 
cannot even get from the 
administration the facts 
they need -to make de- 
cisions, it is no wonder 
that young people have 
iost faith in yovernmenti 

So heré are the seeds of 
another ‘‘children’s cru- 
sade” aimed at the in- 
cumbent president. But 
don’t go away yet. Here’s 
more McCloskey: 

“We need stronger 
moral leadership than 
that shown py 2. Presi- 
dent who, on the national 
issue of race relations, 
declares he will move no 
faster than he is forced to 
by the courte.” 

And further: 

“The best coalition we 
can put together ia the 
wisdom and strength of 
older people. But the 
idealism is being destro- 
yed and we must offer al- 
ternatives. That is what 
I hope to do.”* 

Frankly, McClos key is 
tugging at the strings. to 
which a multitude of peo- 
ple could respond, if he 
can, indeed, put it all to- 
gether. : : 

Keep an eye on the Pete 
McCloskey for President 
campaign. He maybe able 
to get his show on the road 
yet.
